{SIGNS ARE PLAIN 


AS CRISIS NEARS 


Money and Trade Conditions 


Can Be Read by the Ini- 
tiated in Advance. 


CASE PROVED IN 1909 BOOM 


Last Week's Statement Is Strik- 
ing as an Indication for 
the Future. 


New York, Aug. 21.-—-(Special. }—During the 
five or six months when the boom ot 1900 
was being watched with keen solicitude, 
there were two symptoms in the current 
statistics of the day which some people 


{| pointed out as landmarks, showing the 


actual drift of things. Both were surrounded 
by obecurities and perplexities; each was re- 


| jected by believers in the boom as a symp- 


tom of sinister meaning; but both came in the 
end to be recogn,zed as actual warnings 
first by the trained economic student, then, 
reluctantly, by the banking community, and 
finally by thepeople at large. 

One was what was described as the “ ex- 
cess of loans over deposits” in the New York 
bank statement, which wag interpreted vy 
the cool observer as meaning that credit was 
overstrained. Until Oct. 30, 1000. such ex- 
cess had been réported only in six out of the 
nineteen preceding years, and every one of 
those six years had been a season of serious 
money tension. The explanation was com- 
monly vouchsafed by bankers that such an 
excess merely signified profitable banking, in 
that not only deposits but surplus and capital 
were invested in loans. 


Situation Correctly Analyzed. 

The fact alleged was correct; there was 
indeed, no other way in which bank loans 
could exceed deposits. But experience had 
never failed in its teaching of what such a 
banking situation signified, and when the 
“loan excess rose from $2,500,000 on Oct. 
80, 1900, to $24,900,000 on Dec. 4, it was soon 
discovered that it had been an accurate finan- 
cial weather sign. Overcome in January by 
the rapid expansion of deposits and the heavy 
liquidation of Wall street loans, the loan 
excess “ reappeared in March, and by April 
80 had mounted to $27,000,000. Then it was 
taken resolutely in hand; how that was done, 
the Wall street history of the next twelve 
weeks bears witness. On July 23—three days 
before the low point was reached in the 
stock exchange liquidation—the excess of 
loans over deposits disappeared: It has not 
reappeared since then; the stock market, as 


well as the weekly bank return, has shown 


“The Balance of Trade.” 
The other sign of the times from which the

had more to do with industrial than with 
financial tendencies. In June of 1900, for the 
first time in exactly a dosen years, the month- 
ly @xcess of merchandise exports over im- 
ports was turned into an import excess. In 
July and August of 1900 this unfamiliar show- 
ing was repeated; the autumn agricultural 
shipments restored the export balance; 
it returned in February, 1910, with a $4,800,- 
000 excess of imports over exports, 

The March import excess was no less than 
$10,200,000; it was cut down to 6800,00 in April 
and disappeared in June, which gave rise to 
hopes that the abnormal symptom had been 
got rid of. But with the import excess in 
trade, ag with the loan excess in banking, the 
unwelcome phenomenon departed only to re- 
tufn again. On Tuesday of last week the gov- 
ernment gave out the country’s foreign trade 
statement for July. It showed that'merchan- 
dise imports had run $2,800,000 beyond ex- 
ports. When results for the seven completed 
months of the calendar year were figured out 
it was found that, as against an export sur- 
plus of $872,000,000 for the period in 1908, and 
$67,000,000 even in 1900, the present year to 
date has only $1,600,000 to. show. 


How It Was Explained, 

Now, the “import excess was waved 
aside, by people who did not like to ac- 
cept its meaning, just as the loan excess ” 
was. It was first ascribed to bad fortune 
in the cotton trade of 1908, and oconse- 
quent fall in exports. But the fiscal year 
ending with last June, in which the excess 
of exports declined $164,000,000 from the 
preceding fiscal year, reported §82,000,000 in- 
crease in exports; it was the $246,000,000 in- 
crease in imports, to an utterly. mheard-ot 
figure, which did the business. Thereupon 
it was explained, first as @ consequence of 
“anticipatory orders on the eve of the 
‘tariff bill’e enactment; next, as. the making 
good of deficient imports during the twelve 
after panic months of 1008; finally, as a per- 
fectly natural witness to American pros- 

rity. 

But all these explanations failed to meet 
two awkward facte—one, that our increase 
im purchases abroa had been out of ail 
proportion to the country’s real increase in 
prosperity and consuming power; the other, 
thet our position on the international mar- 
ket had been thus weakened at the moment 
when our borrowera were most insistent to 
get foreign capital for our markets,

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RAINS AFFECT PRODUCE TRADE 


Breaking of Drought Is Factor 
in Establishing Values. 


SHARP DROP IN POTATORS. 


Crops No Longer in Danger; Eggs Up 
4 to le a Dosen. 


Produce market at Chicago last week was 
largely a weather proposition, with the 
breaking of the drought in central and west- 
ern states a predominating factor in estab- 
lishing values. This wag particularly true in 
the potato trade, where recessions of 10@15c 
were made in prices as soon as it was learned 
that crops were no longer in danger of suf - 
fering or of being retarded through the want 
of water. 

Raine over the dairy districts, with re- 
sultant improvements to pastures and more 
satisfactory conditions for milk production 
were reflected in a reduction of 1e in the 
price of all grades of butter not support 


all grades of creamery and dairy butter were 
lowered, with the exception of extras in 
creamery, which were sustained at the old 
price because Elgin and New York did not 
show a decline. 

Premiume asked for thig grade of stock 
were greatly shortened, however, and it was 
evident that local dealers were not unwilling 
to bring the quotation to a lower level if by 
doing so they could also reduce the cost of 
supplies from ereamery men. Z 

Wet weather, with prospects that it would 
result in an increased production, was also 
responsible for a restricted demand for 
cheese, but there was so little cheese pressing 
on sale that the market was not affected 
hy the curtailment of the inquiry, and values 
continued to show a strong tendency to ad- 
vance. : 


Lower Temperatures Benefit Eggs. 

Eggs were benefited by lower tempera- 
tures, which had a tendency to stimulate 
the local consumption and made shipments 
to distant points less hazardous. Arrivals 
proved insufficient to meet the increased re- 
quirements of the trade and values were ad- 
vanced %@ic a dozen. This upturn in prices 
faile® to check orders, and buyers made such 
attractive bids for the class of stock they 
wanted that holders were induced to take 
stock out of storage to help them meet their 
wants. 

More eggs are expected to be withdrawn 
from cold storage houses this week, as it is 
not believed that receipts will inérease suffi- 
ciently to take care of the business, which 10 
reported as the most active of the season. 
This will minimize chances of higher prices, 
however, and it is not expected that vajues 
will advance go long as speculators are éatis- 
fied to let their reserves go out at prevailing 
figures. 

An active trade wae transacted in the 
poultry market. Prices here were said to be 
low enough to enable eastern shippers to do 
a profitable business, and a large share of 
the arrivals were sent to outside cities as 
soon ag received. Dealers here tried to take 
advantage of the broadened outlet to secure 
higher prices and they advanced quotations 
560010 a lb early in the week. 


Trade in No Mood for Raise. 


It was soon discovered that the trade here 
‘was in no mood to stand for increased costa, 
however, and all of the early gains had to be 
ceded back before the closa The last day 
found the market in a bad condition, with 
much stock left in stores as a result of re- 
ceiver@’ refusal to make price concéssions 
early enough to enabie shippers to take ad- 
vantage of the reductions which were finally 
announced. 

Total receipts of poultry were among the 
latgest of the season and much lower values 
would have prevailed throughout the week 
if the outside shipping demand had not been 
of such brisk character. Dressers were 
among the largest of the local buyers, al- 
though there was a good improvement noted 
in the consumptive and retail demand before 
advanced values were enforced. 

Country shippers tried to unload a lot of 
grass fed, inferior, and poorly dressed calves 
on the trade here, but health inwpectors were 
on their guard and condemned many car 
casses.

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Dr. Evans urged life men to become inter- 
ested in the practical work of the health de- 
partment in their cities and to become known 
in their communities as a band of men who 
were particularly active In any movement 
to improve health conditions. If the life 
men of a city find conditions existing that 
are hazardous as to health, they should 
exert every influence they cah bring to bear 
to have them remedied. 

Dr. Evens told the life men that during 
the several decades in Chicago's life, it had 
succeeded in so decreasing many previous 
chief causes of mortality that they no longer 
are considered principal causes of diseage and 
death. Tuberculosis, pneumonia, and sum- 
mer complaint in children are the main pre- 
ventable causes of high mortality in Chicago. 
Dr. Evans predicts that as the years go by 
and citizens are better educated and the 
health department can exert more authority, 
these causes will be greatly reduced. 

Dr. Evans wants the life men of a city to 
become the organized agents for improved 
health conditions. 9

The important conference of officials of 
accident insurance companies in Albany, N. 
X., last week was one of the most important 
in the history of the business. A committee 
was appointed to formulate a report recom- 
mending changes in accident policies whereby 
many of the so-termed “ frills "’ may be e!im- 
inated and the cost of indemnity kept at-a 
minimum. 

Present policies have added one point after 
another to the double benefit feature. In 
the old days if a policyholder carried a $5,000 
policy, for example, his estate was paid 810, 
000 if he died from an ihjury received on a 


common carrier. Gtadually the number of. 


double benefit causes has been increased. 
It is proposed now to return to the one cause 
of common carrier. Present policies pro- 
vide for a 5 or 10 per cent addition to the 
face of the policy each year until half of 
the face of the policy is reached. Accident 
men at Albany were in favor of eliminating 
the accumulation feature. Another addi- 
tion to the modern policy is insuring the 
beneficiary and children of a policyholder un 
der certain conditions. This is regarded as 
an adjunct that can be removed. Another 
feature that the committee advised to be 
cut off is optional indemnities. Provisions 
for quarantine and sunstroke, the committee 
thinks, can be abrogated. The committee 
also recommended that in health insurance 
policies payment for the first seven days of 
iuness be abrogated. 

A special committee was appointed to take 
up these points and make some specific recom- 
mendations at the annual meeting of the 
International Accident Underwriters’ asso- 
elation. President H. G. B. Alexander of 
the Continental Casualty of Chicago called 
the conference. It is understood that he per- 
sonally favors reforms in accident policies. 
Competition among the companies has re- 
sulted in one feature after another being 
introduced until many superfiuities have been 
added that are really burdening the com- 
panies and must eventually be paid for i 
the policyholders.

WALL STREET VIEWS DIFFER 
AS TO CAUSE OF PRICE CHANGES 


Two Roosevelt Incidents Show How 
They Are Interpreted—Effect of Pol- 
itics on Stocks. 


New York, Aug. 21.—[Special. I- When last 


week. on a day of rising prices on the stock 


exchange, the Republican state committee, 
by à vote of 20 to 15, rejected a resolution 
naming Mr. Roosevelt as temporary chair- 
man at the party’s approaching state con- 
vention, the stock exchange was instantly 
filled with intimations that the market was 


“rising because of the blow to ‘‘ Roosevelt- 


ism.** 

Now the stock exchange dislikes Roosevelt, 
chiefly because of his railway restriction poli- 
cies and corporation prosecutions, and to that 
extent. the inference was not illogical. 

A somewhat different view was taken by 
the stock exchange, however, as lately as last 
June. when the ex-pregident’s homecoming 


was accompanied by a vigorous rise of 1 to 8 


points, within a day or two, in the active 


speculative shares. Wallstreet demanded a 


reason then, and it was told that the return 
from Africa meant a check to the growing 
demoralization in the ranks of the dominant 


party. 
Quite probably neither incident had actually 


anything to do with the course of stock ex-.
